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Street Names? New Ones 
Needed North of Foothill 


Street names are in the news again. 

Two new subdivisions will soon be start- 
ed north of Foothill boulevard and at least 
four north and south thoroughfares will be 
| developed. What shall they be named? 

A committee from the Upland planning com- 
mission has suggested the first two thorough- 
fares east of Euclid avenue be called “Ara- 
dia” and “Bouvardia,” and the two new tho- 
roughfares west of Euclid be called “Amber 
Lane” and “Balsam Road.” 


One suggestion at the city ‘council meet- 
ing Thursday night called for the use of the 
present names: “First” and. “Second” avenues 
east of Euclid, and “Laurel” and “Palm” ave- 
nues west of Euclid. The new streets will not 
ever connect directly with streets south of 
Foothill but they will be in the same general 
location from Euclid as the presently estab- 
lished thoroughfares. 

The subdivision west oi Euclid is that in 
the Hubert Manker property south of Thir- 
teenth street. The other subdivision is east 
of Euclid on the north side of Fourteenth 
street. These are only small subdivisions but 
the selection of street names is important now. 
Once. named, the identity will probably re- 
main forever. ? 

Decision on the street names was delayed 
to enable the public to have a voice in the 
matter and to enable the councilmen to study 
the siiuation. Selection of street names north 
of Foothill is more than just a local or neigh- 
borhoed affair because these major commu- 
nity thoroughfares will forever be an impor- 
tant part of Upland. 

Action on the names is expected soon. 
Suggestions should, therefore, be expressed 
soon, .

Panning Americans Is 
Popular But Not Right 


A new fad, which consists of putting Am- 
ericans on the pan, seems to be the season's 
rage around the globe. In France they've 
| just finished a poll of opinion on Americans. 
| We score badly. Oh, they like Americans, 
but—————.. _The “buts” are that we are ma- 
teriakptic, we are show-offs, we want to run 
the world, we lack refinement, and so on end- 
lessly. The other day a girl journalist from 
India, touring the U. S., said she was “upset” 
and “sad” because Americans are so “ignor- 
ant of the rest of the world.” 

A curious corollary is that quite a few Am- 
ericans, coming home from abroad, have been 
infected with the fad to the extent they think 
we are quilty as charged, should be sorry 
about it, and change our ways so that every- 
body, everywhere will’ like and admire us. 
This thread of thought runs through much of 
what Eleanor Roosevelt has said since she got 
home from her tour. Adlai Stevenson has ex- 
pressed like concern. So have others. 

Frankly—we just don't get the idea. We 
mean the idea that we should apologize to 
the universe for our ways of living and lapse 
into an “eager to please” inferiority complex. 
Why should we? Everyone enjoys popular- 
ity, but it is highly doubtful that any French- 
man loses sleep fretting over whether the 
French cre popular with Americans. 

Despite our “ignorance of the world’ we 
do know that cows are sacred to many In- 
dians. But suppose a Hindu, blissfully en- 
gaged in venerating a cow, were told: “You 
should quit that; the Americans’ think you're 
nuts... He probably would reply, in classic 
Hindustani, “Zat so? Nuts to the Americans!” 
and go right on with his bovine venerating. 
And he'd be speaking sound sense—for a 
Hindu.

The routine is so regular and so common- 
place we accept the circumstances without 
ever thinking of what a glorious opportunity 
is ours. Yes, we can take our schools for 
granted. People in many nations cannot. 

Of course, we as parents and citizens should 
not accept the school routine so matter of fact. 
Mrs. Jerrene Ricci, who not so many years ago 
was a local elementary and Chaffey student, 
has appealed for wholehearted cooperation of 
parents through participation in the Upland 
F-TA. A series of articles on the P-TA has 
been published the The News. 

Much can be accomplished in raising even 
higher the local school standards through 
the active interest of parents and citizens 
through agencies such as the P-TA. In a grow- 
ing community, newcomers and other local 
residents can be united into a strong force for 
good through common interest in education. 


Diversification In Jobs 
‘One Feature of District 


Diversification of employment is very pre- 
valent among residents in the Upland district. 

Basically, we have the citrus and grape 
industries in which many hundreds of persons 
are employed regularly and with the peak 
harvest periods providing work for many 
more people. : 

Kaiser Steel Co. is the principal source of 
out-of-town employment for local residents. 
Important employers also are the International 
airpért in Ontario, General Electric Co., On- 
tario and the Convair Co. in Pomona. Among 
the scores of other employers providing regular 
work for Upland district residents are indus- 
tries in Ontario, Pomona, San Bernardino. 

The construction industry here and through- 
out the southland is also q vital factor in local 
pay checks. 

Diversification is important for a commun- 
ity.The current report from the state employ- 
ment service indicates a slight decrease in job 
epportunities in some fields and an increase 
in others. 

The Upland district is well located from the 
standpoint of accessibility to jobs. Where 
there is diversification there is more stability. 

While Upland is not an industrial city or a 
community in which there is a variety of jobs, 
the location provides the answer. Workers 
and their families can live in this favored area 
and work any place in the southland.

With the start of the football season, it is 
interesting to note what Bob Mathias, the 
world’s greatest athlete, thinks about the grid- 
iron sport. First, may we observe that re- 
gardiess of what he says about it, the game 
is going to be followed by millions of fans.

But whefh the whole purpose of a game be- 
comes so confused that players try to inflict 
injuries on @ach other, then I say that football 
has lost its appeal, as a sport.” 

Mathias should know of what he speaks, 
and wise heads in the game might thoroughly 
study his words. If collegiate football is to 
save itself from eventual extinction, its real 
friends would do well to heed a sportsman of 
Mathias’ calibre and candor.

Behind Scenes Report 


3-D Movies Now 
Showing Here 


A new wide, ‘all-purpose screen 
has been installed at the Grove 
theater, enabling the manage- 
ment to present the latest three 
dimensional and cinemascope 
movies to Upland’s theater-going 
public. 

The old 16x21 foot screen has 
been replaced with the wide, 
eurved silver screen measuring 
16x32 feet, which can be used for 
all types of movies, Elbert Trapp, 
manager, reports. 

What is involved other than a 
new screen in installing’3-D equip- 
ment, many people wonder. A 
look behind the scenes at the 
Grove theater’ reveals the relative- 
ly simple method of projecting 
the 3-D movies. At least it ap- 
pears fairly simple after it is 
all set up, organized and operat- 
ing smoothly as the 3-D equip- 
ment is performing at the local 
theater. 

To produce the 3-D movies on 
the theater screen, two 
‘of one projector are used. 
two projectors run two images of 
the same picture’ on the screen 
Simultaneously. Installed in front
